The Mountain View Manage¬ 
ment Board is hopeful that sen¬ 
iors in the Didsbury commu¬ 
nity could have another hous¬ 
ing option. 

"The issue has been revived 
again with much more discus¬ 
sion," said the board’s vice¬ 
chair, Willard Swalm. 

The Alberta Government 
used to provide funds for the 
building of lodge facilities 
across the province. In the 60 s 
one was built in Olds and in the 
80’s a lodge was built in Sun- 
dre. During 
the early 90’s 
the govern¬ 
ment decided 
to build an¬ 
other lodge in 
the county, 
however, after 
much debate, 
the Chinook 
Winds Lodge 
was built in 
Carstairs. 

This left Didsbury as one of 
the only towns without that 
type of housing for seniors. 

Unfortunately, with govern¬ 
ment cut backs, building lodges 
no longer fell under funding 
arrangements with the prov¬ 
ince. 

The Mountain View Manage¬ 


ment Board is now looking into 
coming up with their own fund¬ 
ing to build here because they 
have discovered there is a de¬ 
mand for it. 

At the town's public devel¬ 
opment meeting held a few 
months ago, the board set up a 
table and asked senior residents 
in attendance to give their opin¬ 
ions of whether a lodge is 
needed in the Didsbury com¬ 
munity. They received 45 com¬ 
pleted surveys. 

"The resounding response 
indicated that a lodge is needed 
in the Town of 
Didsbury," 
said Bob King, 
chief adminis¬ 
trative officer 
for the Moun¬ 
tain View Man- 
a g e m e n t 
Board, who op¬ 
erate the ma¬ 
jority of the 
lodges in the 
district. 

King defines a lodge as a 
senior housing option that is 
for independent seniors who no 
longer wish to be bothered with 
the daily chores of living in their 
own home, like cooking and 
cleaning, which is done for 
them. 

"There is a fair number of 


people in town get¬ 
ting to that age," he 
added. In fact, ap¬ 
proximately 30% of 
the Didsbury popu¬ 
lation is 65 years of 
age or older and the 
provincial govern¬ 
ment is predicting 
more growth of 
that segment of the 
population espe¬ 
cially in Didsbury. 

"Didsbury is a 
centre that many 
people retire to,” 
says King. 

Because of that 
overwhelming call 
for the construction 
of a lodge within 
town limits the 
board beginning 
the long process of 
raising funds and 
finding an appro¬ 
priate location. According to 
the survey responses a central 
location would be preferred. 
King has become responsible 
to do the necessary research 
and report back to the board 
in the near future. He has al¬ 
ready looked at some proper¬ 
ties but maintains they are not 
yet looking to buy. 

King cautions, "This is not 
something that's going to hap¬ 


pen within the next year. We are 
looking at three to five years." He 
says the mtyor obstacle that must 
be overcome, is that the board 
must raise all the neccessary 
funds, which is not an easy task. 

The board has the support of 
town council according to Swalm 
who also sits on council. "Council 
is very interested in seeing such a 
thing developed because we have 
many people coming to us look¬ 
ing for that sort of facility."

better downtown to better busi¬ 
ness. He also believes there is 
no need for the BRZ body be¬ 
cause it is a duplication of serv¬ 
ices. 

"I think it is my responsibil¬ 
ity to look after my business 
and my building. It's the town's 
responsibility to look after the 
sidewalks and the 
streetlamp8... I don't need an¬ 
other little group sucking 
money out of my business," says 
Schabert who still owes two of 
the four year's levies. 

Baril disagrees. "I think it 
should be kept because it is a 
good vehicle for getting things 
done, for lobbying, for 
leveraging funds and working 
collectively towards a common 
goal for downtown," said Baril. 

However, if the BRZ is dis¬ 
solved Baril says he sees the 
hope that someday it would "re¬ 
vitalize itself' when the demand 
arose. The money currently 
owed by the businesses in the 
zone for 1997 would go into 
general revenue for this year 
and be used for projects 
throughout the town, which 
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Baril says is unfortunate con¬ 
sidering it was raised specifi¬ 
cally for the downtown area. 

If the vote goes in favor of 
keeping the zone, the levy for 
1998 would be reduced to $0 to 
allow some businesses who still 
owe backdated levees to "catch 
up." Baril adds that the whole 
process that the BRZ has gone 
through so far could help re¬ 
new interest, participation, and 
help create a new focus. 

"Through this time it will 
allow the BRZ to gain some 
new momentum," says Baril. 

The deciding vote will take 
place at the town office during 
business hours on June 26.

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Local business fights back 
against telemarketing scam

Pretty Paws Plus pet store 
owners, Linda and Peter Pape 
are biting mad at a business 
directory scam that they were 
hooked into. 

Peter is fighting back. 

"Don't ever make me mad. I'm 
not one of those people who just 
sits down and accepts things,” 
he says. He's started a whole* 
series of actions to try to alert 
the public and reduce the 
chances of this company taking 
advantage of any more business 
people in the community. 

The ordeal started a couple 
of weeks ago when the manager 
of the store, Kim Brooke, an¬ 
swered the telephone. The caller 
on the other end simply asked 
Brooke if the address and the 
phone number they had was 
correct. Brooke confirmed that 
all their information was cor¬ 
rect and agreed to have the com¬ 
pany "billed as usual,” all the 
while assuming the caller was a 
Telus Yellow Pages representa¬ 
tive from whom they were ex¬ 
pecting a call that week. 

"I was thinking it was Yellow 
Pages. What other business di¬ 
rectory is there?" says Brooke. 

She told Linda The Yellow Pages 
advertisement was going through 
and thought nothing more of the 
phone call until the next day. The 
same call came except this time, it 
was a little more suspicious. The 
same questions were asked but 
Brooke sensed that she was being 
recorded. 

"It sounded weird like a 
speaker phone. What he was 
doing was taping my voice so it 
was a definite confirmed," 
Brooke explains. She believes 
the first phone call was only to 
test if she would fall for the 
scam. Unfortunately she did. 

Two weeks later, Linda went 
to the mail box to find a large 
box with an Quebec return ad¬ 
dress on it. Upon opening it she 
found a bill for more than $150 
and a poor quality business di¬ 
rectory. Everyone started to re¬ 
alize what had happened. They 
had been scammed. 

"I know it's only a small 


amount of money, but it's the 
principle of the thing," says Pe¬ 
ter. 

"At first I was mad at them in 
the store. But, then I thought 
about it and realized how easy it 
was to get sucked in." 

He called the 1-888 phone 
number listed on the outside of 
the packaging. When he got 
through a woman answered the 
phone and said, "this must be 
about the invoice, I'll have some¬ 
one call you back," and hung 
up. Later a company representa¬ 
tive called and asked what the 
problem was. When Peter be¬ 
gan to explain that they had not 
ordered the directory and would 
be sending it back unpaid the 
man on the other end told Peter 
that he should take some re¬ 
sponsibility for his employees 
and that she approved it on 
record. The bill would have to 
be paid or a bad debt would be 
filed. 

"The guy was extremely ag¬ 
gressive and hostile and I 
thought, wait a minute, he's not 
going to get away with this," 
says Peter. 

His first step was to contact 
The Better Business Bureau who 
told him they couldn't do much 
except to send out a member¬ 
ship alert.' Next, he called Con¬ 
sumer Affairs. 

"Consumer Affairs tells me 
there are absolutely no laws in 
place to protect consumers from 
this and that really bothers me," 
he says. We should at least not 
make it so easy for them and we 
are because there is no legisla¬ 
tion to back us up." He has sent 
letters to the local MLA and MP 
to ask for that to change. 

Peter says he also learned 
about an Ontario based task force 
called Phone Busters that is spe¬ 
cifically set up to keep tabs on 
telemarketing schemes. Phone 
Busters seemed to be aware of 
the telemarketing group and 
asked for their current address. 
He was informed that it is diffi¬ 
cult to track these telemarketers 
down because as soon as they 
feel any heat they change their 
location, phone number and com¬ 


pany name and continue on in 
their scams. 

Peter says the post office and 
the phone companies should be 
aware of these telemarketers and 
do whatever they can to inhibit 
the public being taken advantage 
of. 

He has personally taken the 
responsibility of speaking to the 
Chamber of Commerce's from 
here to Calgary to warn business 
owners of the risks. 

He is also using the broadest 
form of information, the internet, 
to fight against this scheme. 

Apparently the telemarketers 
have found themselves a force to 
be reckoned with. 

"I'm going to do my little bit to 
harass these people as much as I 
can," he says. 

Peter believes there may have 
been other business owners in 
the community who were also 
hooked by this directory supplier 
and he encourages anyone who 
wants to know what they can do 
to fight back to call him and he 
will give them his own action list 
and phone numbers. 

"There are a lot of people who 
will just pay the bill without even 
thinking about it. I won't." 

In the meantime, Linda and 
Peter will file a claim of dispute 
with the Credit Bureau in self 
defence, just in case the con art¬ 
ists try to file a bad debt. 
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Achievement test¬ 
ing unfair, says ATA 


A study conducted by a 
University of Alberta educa¬ 
tion professor identifies prob¬ 
lems with the Alberta achieve¬ 
ment testing program. 

The study, conducted by 
Dr. Peter Calder at the re¬ 
quest of The Alberta Teach¬ 
ers' Asso- 
c i a t i o n 
(ATA), ex¬ 
amines the 
impact of 
Alberta 
achieve¬ 
ment tests 
on the 
teaching/ 
learning 
process. 

Calder analysed Alberta prac¬ 
tices in relation to standard 
practices for similar testing 
programs and surveyed teach¬ 
ers to identify issues related 
to achievement testing. 

Calder identifies clear con¬ 
cerns among teachers. In par¬ 
ticular, teachers are opposed 
to the program's inclusion of 
students who have not 
learned the curriculum on 
which the tests are based. 
Teachers are also concerned 
about the misuse of test re¬ 
sults, including unfair and 
inappropriate comparisons of 
teachers and schools. 

Calder criticizes a number 
of features of the achievement 
testing program. He ques¬ 
tions the ethics of testing stu¬ 
dents who, for valid reasons, 
have not been taught the cur¬ 
riculum. For example, be¬ 
cause they have special needs 
or because they are enrolled 
in an integrated occupational 
program. 

He identifies potential ways 
to cut costs when conducting 
the tests. Calder also believes 
that the purpose of the 
achievement tests has been 
diversified to such an extent 


that the results are not valid 
for all the purposes for which 
they are used. 

"There are positive features 
to the program too," says 
Calder. "The tests focus on 
instruction and are a valu¬ 
able tool in monitoring. For 
these pur¬ 
poses, Alber¬ 
ta's achieve¬ 
ment tests are 
well devel¬ 
oped.” 

Calder be¬ 
lieves that the 
ATA should fo¬ 
cus on making 
achievement 
tests as valid 
and fair an experience as pos¬ 
sible. He recommends that a 
committee be established to 
advise the minister of educa¬ 
tion on the purpose of the 
achievement testing program, 
and to develop and implement 
a fair, consistent and appro¬ 
priate achievement testing 
policy. 

"In its present form, the 
Alberta achievement testing 
program requires significant 
change for it to meet accept¬ 
able standards," Calder con¬ 
cludes. 

Calder's previous study on 
the impact of Grade 12 diploma 
examinations on the teaching/ 
learning process found that 

(1) teachers supported the di¬ 
ploma examination program, 

(2) the exams were well con¬ 
structed, fair and consistent 
and (3) they met recognized 
testing practices. 

Last week, Alberta's Grade 
three students wrote English 
language arts and mathemat¬ 
ics provincial achievement 
tests. Grade six and nine stu¬ 
dents are writing English lan¬ 
guage arts, mathematics, so¬ 
cial studies and science pro¬ 
vincial achievement tests.

The BRZ hit and miss list 

This whole BRZ issue is a whole 
series of "misses." There is 
miscommunication, misinformation, 
misdirection and mistrust. I don't 
believe, as some do, that all these 
"misses" fall solely on the shoulders 
of the BRZ board members. 

I also believe there have been some 
"hits "that the BRZ is responsible for. 

Miscommunication andMisdirec- 
tion: Board chair, Claude Baril fully 
admits there is a lack of communica¬ 
tion on his part. Perhaps there should 
have been more of a concern in that area. Maybe the reason for not 
a lot of communication was that there was not much to say. The 
BRZ was essentially waiting in limbo for the other parties involved 
in the side walk revitalizations (all inclusive) to come in with their 
part. But, because the first mayor project undertaken by the BRZ 
was in cooperation with the Main Street Project and the Town of 
Didsbury, who were using grant money with certain time restric¬ 
tion and applications, things moved a little slowly. 

Hit: I understand the sidewalk and storm sewer projects cost 
about $ 180,000, only $40,000 of which was budgeted for out of tax 
dollars. Some of that money came from the BRZ, the bulk from 
government grants. 

Misinformation: There seems to be some confusion about the 
line between the Main Street Project and the BRZ. These are two 
totally different entities. It seems some business owners who are 
upset with Main Street Project are automatically upset with the 
BRZ. 

Hit: The BRZ is the business people who make a living from the 
downtown, helping to reinvest and improve the look of the commu¬ 
nity that has made them a living. In these times of fiscal restraint, 
communities need to take care of one another. 

Mistrust: Is this personal or truly against the zone itself? 

Hit: Keeping the actual levy down to $200 instead of letting it 
get out of control. For some of the busy establishments in town this 
dollar amount could equate to an day’s worth of profits. 

I guess, the voters will decide democratically, but I hope they are 
voting "yes" or "no" for the right reasons.

An early Indication ot “Dome Disease"?

A promised taxpayer protection 
bill was quietly introduced in the 
Alberta Legislature on Monday, 
June 2, the day of the federal elec¬ 
tion. The bill, which would give 
Albertans the right to veto any 
proposed personal income tax 
hikes, is a great second step to¬ 
ward more complete taxpayer pro¬ 
tection. 

This proposal comes following 
passage of similar legislation in 
1995 applying to an Alberta sales 
tax. 

It symbolises open, accountable 
government. A government that 
ensures citizens and shares the 
decision making power with them. 
Indeed, its significance was even 
noted and proclaimed by a Swit¬ 
zerland-based financial newslet¬ 
ter, which stated "Imagine, tax¬ 
payers having a reed voice!" 

So why would it be tabled on a 
day in a week when media cover¬ 
age would be submerged in the 
endless sea of stories about the 
federal election? 

Perhaps because the promise 
made during the provincial elec¬ 
tion and contained in both the 
Throne and Budget speeches, had 
been watered down substantially. 
The talk then was of a bill relating 
to personal, corporate, and other 
taxes, not just to personal income 
taxes. And why the waffling? Ap¬ 


parently the concept is facing 
resistance in the new Tory cau¬ 
cus. 

"Dome Disease" already? 
Those opposed either have as¬ 
pirations to enlarge the bite and 
thus the size of government 
again, don't trust us simpleton 
taxpayers to recognise a proven 
need for higher taxes, or worry 
that the need couldn't be proven. 
Amazing! After spending four 
years reducing government, 
making it more efficient, pro¬ 
moting the Alberta Advantage 
of balanced budgets, low taxes, 
and fiscally responsible govern¬ 
ment as creating the best cli¬ 
mate for economic growth, jobs 
and prosperity, what are they 
thinking? 

The common line is that Al¬ 
berta’s traditional revenue vola¬ 
tility requires politicians have 
revenue raising flexibility. 
That's not consistent with the 
Alberta Advantage idea though. 
Any drop in revenue would oc¬ 
cur during a time of economic 
decline. Hiking taxes on strug¬ 
gling or failing businesses and 
laid-ofT salary-reduced taxpay¬ 
ers surely wouldn't work to turn 
the economy around. What 
about prioritising short term 
spendingand evenrelievingthe 
tax burden to stimulate the 
economy? 

Alberta's new budget proc¬ 
ess forces conservative revenue 
estimates and then subtracts 


"cushions" before spending esti¬ 
mates are determined anyway, 
automatically safeguarding 
against revenue drops. For in¬ 
stance, a balanced budget for 
1996/97 would only be endan¬ 
gered if the average oil price for 
the entire fiscal year (April 1 to 
March 31) dropped $3 U.S. a bar¬ 
rel from the budget's forecast of 
$18.50. 

The oil hit a low of $18.77 on 
June 10. 

Some of Ralph's new Team 
apparently don't believe taxpay¬ 
ers should have direct input into 
the budget and size of govern¬ 
ment and don’t want to share the 
power to hike taxes with citi¬ 
zens. Trouble is, history shows 
that's a power that politicians 
have proved they can't control. 

In fact, the No Tax Increase 
Act doesn't go nearly far enough. 
Albertan's veto power on tax in¬ 
creases should cover all forms of 
revenue generating mechanisms, 
and the introduction of any new 
ones. Governments have dis¬ 
played proficiency at developing 
alternative, less obvious meth¬ 
ods of taking more from taxpay¬ 
ers. While this bill is a good step, 
it's a far cry from what's needed. 
And from what was promised. 

Albertans need to call their 
MLAs and ask what they're afraid 
of. And sign the Canadian Tax¬ 
payers Federation's petition call¬ 
ing for more comprehensive tax¬ 
payer protection legislation.

It's Big Brother gene mad. 
The natural health products 
industry is being taxed, regu¬ 
lated and harassed out of ex¬ 
istence. If the federal govern¬ 
ment has its way the trade in 
Vitamin C may some day be 
driven into the underground 
economy. 

At issue is the federal gov¬ 
ernment's Health Protection 
Branch - the "Health Police" - 
who have sweeping powers to 
arbitrarily ban products from 
shelves and impose puritive 
taxes under the euphemism 
of "cost recovery". 

The Health Police are one 
of those do-good bureaucra¬ 
cies that claim to be concerned 
about civilian safety. Their 
"concern" results in less 
choice for consumers, higher 
costs for nutritional and pre¬ 
ventative health products and 
a virtual monopoly for large 
drug companies. 

Here's how it works. 


The Health Police have 
wide ranging authority to de¬ 
clare almost any food or nu¬ 
trient a drug. Once a product 
is declared a "new drug" it is 
removed from the market un¬ 
til the supplier can prove its 
safety and effectiveness. That 
sounds reasonable enough. 
But think of this: the federal 
government allows cigarettes 
to be sold in the market, but 
withdraws hawthorn berries, 
various amino acids and 
cramp bark in the name of 
public safety. 

Many products require 
Drug Identification Numbers 
(DINs) which can take years 
in the approval process. The 
Health Police do not have a 
list of which products are sub¬ 
ject to DINs, nor do they pub¬ 
lish the standards natural 
health products must meet 
before they can be sold. As 
one article published in 
Health Naturally summa¬ 
rized: "It is like being taken to 
court without knowing what 
the rules are or when you 


may have broken one." 

It costs each supplier up to 
$720 to receive a DIN and up to 
$500 per year to keep it active. 
A company that manufactures, 
imports or distributes DIN 
products must pay to have case 
of its building sites inspected 
and approved annually ; "estab¬ 
lishment licence fees" can cost 
upwards of $60,000. And as an 
added bonus, importers must 
additonally pay up to $6,000 to 
have their foreign suppliers' 
sites inspected and any travel 
and accommodation costs for 
inspectors. 

With that level of potential 
revenue, there's an incentive 
for the Health Police to declare 
everything a drug' - from Cap¬ 
sicum (pepper) to Vitamin C. 

What's the necessity of all 
this nonsense? If people were 
dying in the streets from their 
last dose of Echinacea or Multi 
Vitamins this might make 
sense. The fact is, not a single 
death in Canada has been at¬ 
tributed to natural health prod¬ 
ucts.

ing small manufacturers and 
retailers who can't afford the 
compliance costs to close their 
doors. And politicians can't 
figure out why unemployment 
consistently hovers around 
10 %?

Mental illness, just the mention 
of these two words can cause people 
to shy away or the subject to be 
changed in a conversation. This is 
the stigma that is associated with 
mental illness. Stigmas are caused 
because, we as a society, do not have 
the information or the knowledge of 
a problem to reach a non-fearful 
acceptance. Unfortunately, in the 
past society has tended to isolate the 
mentally ill, basically due to the fact 
that we do not understand the 
numerous disorders involved. 

The good news is that society is 
becoming more tolerant due to the 
fact that there is more information 
about mental illness being made 
available to us. None the less, we 
still have a long way to go on educat¬ 
ing the public. 

Even within our own families 
there can be members who don't 
acknowledge that another member 


is having problems related with 
mental illness. This can be terribly 
debilitating for the affected mem¬ 
ber but also for the immediate fam¬ 
ily members dealing with the ill 
member. Openness between family 
members and society need to be 
maintained so that isolation does 
not occur. Openness can be main¬ 
tained through communication, but 
communication should be more than 
just listening and should include 
actual discussion of problems fac¬ 
ing the mentally ill and their fami¬ 
lies. 

So, how do we alleviate the stigma 
for the mentally ill and their fami¬ 
lies? We must create a safe environ¬ 
ment so mentally ill people and their 
families can present themselves 
withou t fear of stigma and isolation. 
This can be accomplished by society 
becoming educated, aware and also 
participating, to deal with the issues 
of mental illness. 


Education is an ongoing process 
by your local Mental Health Clinics, 
Community Advisory Committees, 
and Regional Mental Health Advi¬ 
sory Committee. A wider distribu¬ 
tion of information is also coming 
from magazines and newspapers. 
An individual can also become more 
informed through partidpatingwith 
your local Community Advisory 
Committee (CAC). The optimum 
goal for each individual is to be a 
member of a physically and men¬ 
tally healthy soriety. The more edu¬ 
cated we are, the better we as indi¬ 
viduals can keep ourselves healthy. 

Knowledge is power, and that 
knowledge enables us to take on the 
responsibility for our own well be¬ 
ing.

Artist In community 
program continues 


The Alberta foundation for 
the Arts has announced a pro¬ 
gram that will benefit the many- 
local artists in the county. 

The continuing program is 
called the Artists in the Com¬ 
munity Residency Program. 

Financial support is avail¬ 
able for Alberta communities to 
work with professional artists 
and artistic companies in the 
development of the performing, 
visual, literary, film and video 
arts. 

Under this program, artists 
may work in Alberta communi¬ 
ties to present consultations, 
workshops, performances, read¬ 
ings, screenings, exhibitions or 
other services related to the ar¬ 
tistic process. 

Artists may also spend time 
developing and practising their 
own creative work. 

Residencies may vary in 
length from five days to over 
three months. 

Alberta non-profit organiza¬ 
tions (including post-secondary 


institutions, public library 
boards, and municipalities) may 
apply to receive up to 50 per 
cent off residency costs. 

The maximum award is 
$10,000 for residencies of three 
months or longer and $5,000 
for residencies of less than three 
months. 

The deadline for receipt of 
applications under this program 
is October 1, 1997. 

Financial support for the Art¬ 
ists in the community Residency 
Program is provided by the Al¬ 
berta .Foundation for the Arts, 
a beneficiary of Alberta Lotter¬ 
ies. The program is adminis¬ 
tered by Alberta Community De¬ 
velopment , Arts and Libraries 
Branch.

AT ATB: 

Over the past year, we took a good hard look at the 
loams on our books. Our aim: to assess loans where 
the customer is behind in their payments and to 
make an allowance for those loans where there is a 
possibility the money might not be repaid. In this 
way. we can state that the value of our loan portfolio 
is appropriate and real This same type of review was 


undertaken by every major Canadian bank and most 
Credit Unions during the mid 1980s and early 1990s 
- with many announcing major writedowns as a 
result. It’s our turn to go through this exercise 

As a result of the review, we have set aside an 
additional $198 million for potential loan losses, 
which has resulted in a net loss on operations for the 
fiscal year 1996. Losses of this magnitude are never 
good news, but setting up a provision for these losses 
is good business practice. You can be sure that 
Alberta Treasury Branches remains strong - in fact 
without these extraordinary loan loss provisions ATB 
would have posted a substantial profit for the year. 

In short, the Board and management at ATB have 
recognized the need for a more business-like 
approach and have taken appropriate and prudent 
corrective action. We have confidence in the integrity 
of our bottom line. 


With new loan practices in place, new products 
coming to market and our qualified staff, we are 
optimistic that ATB will deliver good financial news 
for our customers, our investors and our owners - 
the people of Alberta

I usually go barefoot when I am in our house and if 
there is a drop of water or a sticky spot on any of the 
floors my naked foot will find it and I will be irritated and 
uncomfortable until it is wiped up. 

Because I spend so much of my time juggling papers 
and writing things, and because much of this is done "At 
the Kitchen Table" (kitchen counter, actually) I have 
become compulsive about having the counter absolutely 
clean. 

If someone other than I has wiped up after a meal I 
have to do it again. Sometimes I do it surreptitiously, 
sometimes I just act like I didn't realize that it had 
already been done. I have always been picky about 
bathrooms and an unclean one makes me nauseous. 

Like my mother, I actually enjoy doing laundry and I 
consider fluffy towels and crisp sheets one of life's larger 
pleasures. Dishcloths and dish towels must be bleached 
on a regular basis because my mother said so. Dishes are 
rinsed in HOT water and any item that is used in food 
preparation must be washed with soap. Insects are fine 
in the garden but the house is a zero tolerance zone. 

Meanwhile, dust can and may collect on top of the 
fridge and deep freeze, newspapers and magazines pile up 
beside books that I haven't had time to read, handicraft 
projects litter the living room and I can never find the 
shoes I want because I have unthinkingly stepped out of 
them somewhere and don't remember where. There is a 
big plastic bag on the floor of the guest room closet that 
has been there for four years and I don't even know 
what's in it. Piles of things that I mean to file some day 
litter the office. I am totally fanatic in some areas of 
housework, totally relaxed in others. The cat sleeps in 
our bed for heaven sake! 

My mother lived to be 94 and even after she was no 
longer able to do her own cleaning she didn't hesitate to 
tell us how it should be done. 

"There is a sticky spot on this table. 

"Don’t you think you should get fresh water in your 
scrub pail? 

"There is a fly in the bathroom. 

"Is that cat hair on that pillow? 

"If you would wring your cloth out better you would 
leave fewer streaks on the wall." 

All of these bits of advice were given pleasantly and in 
a nice friendly tone but they still made us crazy. She 
would find a sticky spot if we had wiped five times. She 
would suggest clean water if we had only four swipes left 
to finish the floor. 

And yes, that is cat hair, and I don't care for it either. 

Last Sunday I came into the house to find footprints 
where a visiting child had walked across my kitchen 
floor with wet runners. I think the courteous thing 
would have been to smile and ignore it but I grabbed a 
cloth and in full view of his father, followed the trail 
wiping all the way. This morning I touched a sticky spot 
on the knob of a cupboard door and then spent an hour 
washing all the cupboard doors with spray cleaner, hot 
water and a "well wrung" cloth because you leave fewer 
streaks that way, my mother says so. 

Combine this behavior with my laundry, bleach and 
counter washing fetishes and scary thought that it is, I 
have to admit that I am turning into my mother. 

I have sort of imagined Ralph's and my twilight years 
as a time for sitting quietly in our respective rockers, 
close enough to hold hands if we want to, light classical 
music in the background, our physical needs tended to 
by others and our Sunday afternoons spent in the 
company of respectful and loving descendants. Lots of 
time to read and write, long strolls on sunny mornings, 
evenings by a cosy fire. 

Probably not. I may well be one of those funny old 
ladies that they have to humor. They will fill my spray 
bottle with water and I will wander about "The Home" 
spraying and wiping and driving the staff to the edge of 
violence. 

I should have been more understanding of my mother.

Older adults can participate 
in a strength training program 
if they don’t have unstable car¬ 
diovascular disease, other un¬ 
stable chronic conditions such 
as uncontrolled diabetes, a re¬ 
cent bone or joint injury, cogni¬ 
tive impairment and any condi¬ 
tion that prevents strong mus¬ 
cular contractions. To be safe, 
have your physician give you a 
check-up. 

Here are some tips for start¬ 
ing a program: 

• For each muscle group you 
choose to strengthen, do more 
than one set of eight repetitions 
at 70% to 80% of the maximum 
weight you can lift one time and 
not more than once per training 
session. Don’t worry if you take 
several weeks to reach this tar¬ 
get. 

• Allow at least 48 hours 
between sessions for a par¬ 
ticular muscle group to adapt 
and recover. 

Strength training makes it 
easier for most older adults to 
perform daily physical activi¬ 
ties and stay healthy. The re¬ 
sults of highintensity resist¬ 
ance training clearly indicate 
that we should never accept 
aging as an unalter - process 
of decline and loss.

That has got to be one of the best methods of cooking when 
the weather’s hot - the smell of the barbecue while relaxing on 
the deck ! Add this recipe to your file of BBQ recipes - steak and 
pork chops are nice, but a change is nice, too. 

Terlyaki Beef Kebabs 


2 lb. boned beef tenderloin 

3 Tbsp. olive oil 


2 Tbsp. tomato paste 
V« c. red wine 


4 Tbsp. low-fat margarine, melted 2 Tbsp. brown sugar 


Salt and pepper 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
Vi c. soy sauce 
1 Tbsp. cider vinegar 


1 V4 lb. fresh mushrooms 

2 med. green peppers, cut 
in 2" pieces 

2 med. onions, cut in 
wedges 

4 tomatoes, cut in 
quarters 


1. Cut beef into chunks. 

2. Mix dash of salt and pepper, garlic, soy sauce, cider vinegar, 
tomatopaste, and red wine in a container for marinating the 
beef. 

3. Place the meat in the container and marinate for 1 hour. 

4. Prep the vegetables and mix in a bowl with the olive oil and 
margarine combined. 

5. When ready to assemble the kebabs, alternate the veggies 
with the beef on skewers. 

6. Add the kebabs to the grill and watch closely so as not to bum 
- the “ grilled “ look is nice, but not too much ! 

****Serves 8 with baked potatoes and garlic bread/bruschetta. 
Changes: Use chunks of pork or chicken in place of the beef.

Plans are well under way for 
the 1997 Mountain View Inter¬ 
national Festival of Song. Guest 
artists Rudolf Jansen, Janos 
Negyesy, and Paivikki Nykter are 
all returning for a second season of 
exciting chamber music.

‘Blue Box’ program set up In Didsbury and County 


Summit focuses on accountability 


Several organizations with 
an interest in in improving prai¬ 
rie grain transportation met 
June 17 in Regina. 

They agreed that action is 
urgently required to improve 
accountability in all facets of 
the grain handling and trans¬ 
portation system to provide 
more reliable and efficient serv¬ 
ice to Western Canadian farm¬ 
ers. 

Farm organizations, grain 
companies, railways, federal and 
provincial governments, and 
other key stakeholders were rep¬ 
resented at the one-day trans¬ 
portation summit. 

Presentations were made by 
the Western Canadian Wheat 
Growers Association (WCWGA) 
on improving accountability at 
the point of delivery (how to get 
the right grain into the primary 
elevator system). 

Also presenting was the 


Wester Grain Elevator Associa¬ 
tion (WGEA) with points on im¬ 
proving accountability at the pri¬ 
mary and terminal elevators 
(getting the eight grain loaded, 
enroute and unloaded). 

And another point raised in a 
presentation by Canadian Pa¬ 
cific and Canadian National was 
on how to improve railway ac¬ 
countability. 

Points of discussion focused 
on the following areas of ac¬ 
countability: 

Farmers - deliver the right 
grain at the right time, which 
will require more stringent con¬ 
tractual obligations on farmers. 

Primary Elevators - prime re¬ 
sponsibility as shippers for ne¬ 
gotiating transportation. 

Railways - provide service 
guarantees in terms of car sup¬ 
ply, transit time and delivery at 
port. 

Terminal Elevators - unload¬ 


ing of rail cars and loading of 
vessels to meet export con¬ 
tracts. 

Canadian Wheat Board 
(CWB) - sales and purchase of 
contracted grain from farmers. 

Government - setting policy 
framework and acting as a 
watchdog. 

A document containing the 
presentations and summariz¬ 
ing the day's discussions will be 
made available to participants. 

WCWGA will forward this 
information to the relevant fed¬ 
eral ministers. 

Groups attending the meet¬ 
ing included; Pioneer Grain, 
Alberta Wheat Pool, United 
Grain Growers, Canadian Pa¬ 
cific, Canadian National, Prince 
Rupert Grain, Cargill Grain, 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, 
Manitoba Pool Elevators, Prai¬ 
rie Farm Commodity Coalition, 
Keystone Agricultural Pro¬ 


ducer, Western Canadian Wheat 
Growers Association and Cana¬ 
dian Inland Terminal Associa¬ 
tion. 

Attending as observers were 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada, Canadian Grain Com¬ 
mission, Transport Canada, Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Alberta 
Transportation and Utilities, 
Saskatchewan Agriculture and 
Food, Saskatchewan Highways 
and Transportation, Manitoba 
Agriculture and Manitoba High¬ 
ways and Transportation. 

Those in attendance ex¬ 
pressed disappointment that 
some key organizations involved 
in grain transportation policy 
refused to attend 

They believed they could have 
been beneficial to the discus¬ 
sion. 

The summit was hosted by 
the Western Canadian Wheat 
Growers Association.

Brent Wonnacott is hoping 
to make some green' with his 
new 'blue box' program in the 
town of Didsbury. 

Although he only just re¬ 
cently got his business license 
and a signal of support from 
the town, the idea came to him 
more than a year ago. 

After a session of down-siz¬ 
ing where Wonnacott worked 
he found himself without a job 
but a head full of ideas to be 
self-employed. 

"The wheels just started 
turning," he says. And, a short 
time later the wheels of his first 
garbage and recycling truck 
were rolling down the road. 

Wonnacott lived on an acre¬ 
age, and like most farmers or 
acreage owners, he was just 
burning or burying the gar¬ 
bage his family generated. He 
knew there was a better solu¬ 
tion. 

"I felt really guilty about it," 
he says. 

The self-proclaimed environ¬ 
mentalist started to wonder 
how much garbage was being 
put in personal landfills that 
was either recyclable or dan¬ 
gerous to the ground since there 
is no garbage collection system 
for rural residents. 

He started to collect garbage 
and recyclables bi-weekly from 
rural residents. Before long he 
realized there was a demand for 
a recycling service within the 
town limits. (Garbage collec¬ 
tion is already under contract 
with the town.) 

Wonnacott did his homework 
by talking to residents and do¬ 
ing an informal survey. 

"I though there was a need 
expressed so I took the initia¬ 
tive and went for it," he says. 

Since then his whole family 
has become involved. His wife,

Sharon does the bookkeeping; 
mother, Donna does marketing; 
brother Troy drives the truck; 
and his 3 year old son, Alexan¬ 
der provides, well... emotional 
support. 

The 'blue box' program works 
on a rotating basis, he picks up 
specific items each week to save 
residents the hassle of having to 
drop of recyclables to their dif¬ 
ferent facilities. All the materi¬ 
als are then donated to the Li¬ 
ons recycling centre who takes 
the money raised and put it 


back into the community. He 
also provides curb side com¬ 
post pick ups which he takes to 
Olds College. 

Businesses who want to be 
environmentally friendly can 
sign up with Rural Recycle and 
he will provide a personalized 
service. 

"We basically have to dis¬ 
cuss their individual needs," 
says Wonnacott. 

He says he is getting into 
the recycling industry now be¬ 
cause there is a lot of room for 


growth. 

"My goal is to eventually pro¬ 
vide recycling for the entire 
County of Mountain View with 
a whole fleet of trucks," he says. 
Beyond that, Wonnacott says 
he will expand his business as 
far as it will take him. 

His biggest struggle so far 
has been trying to change the 
way of thinking for the rural 
residents who, he says, often 
bury things like paint cans, oil 
and batteries in holes without 
linings without thinking about 


"I've been spending a year 
trying to retrain people's think¬ 
ing," Wonnacott says. 

Rural Recycle, which is on 
board with the Alberta Recycle 
Information Line, can be 
reached from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. at 
335-8389. The cost of the weekly 
pick-ups is $5 per month. 

Wonnacott says of the fu¬ 
ture, "My legacy will be that my 
son can say My Dad might have 
been a garbage man, but look 
how he helped save our planet." 


Seeding 

progress 

Snow and rain in May de¬ 
layed seeding in several areas 
of Alberta. The Pool reports 
that soil moisture conditions 
have improved and in the 
southern areas the recent pre¬ 
cipitation was much needed. 
Good seeding progress was 
made by the end of May with 
70% of the province-wide crops 
seeded. This percentage is 
ahead of the 48% completed 
by May 31 last year and the 
ten year average of 42%. Seed¬ 
ing is 94 to 99% completed in 
most of the southern regions. 
The south Peace area reported 
the least acreage seeded by the 
end of May at only 15%. Seed¬ 
ing in northern Alberta and 
the Peace regions could re¬ 
quire favourable weather well 
into June to finish seeding.

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UGG forms alliance with Archer Daniels Midland 


United Grain Growers Lim¬ 
ited and Archer Daniels Mid¬ 
land Company announced May 
29, 1997 that they have agreed 
to a strategic alliance that will 
strengthen the competitive po¬ 
sition of both companies in the 
global agri-business industry. 

The alliance creates signifi¬ 
cant benefits and opportunities 
for shareholders, customers and 
employees of both companies. It 
will involve cooperative ven¬ 
tures in a number of operating 
areas, an ADM ownership in¬ 
terest in UGG, and approxi¬ 
mately $50 million in net new 
capital for UGG to continue its 
significant investment in mod¬ 
ernizing its grain-handling in¬ 
frastructure. 

"There is a natural strategic 
fit between our two companies,” 
said Ted Allen, Chairman and 
President of UGG. We aim to 
serve farmers by providing a 
seamless link to end users 
through major international 
grain processors, while ADM 
wants relationships with high- 
quality companies that can pro¬ 
vide dependable grain supply 
for its plants." 

A strategic alliance with 
ADM positions UGG for im¬ 
proved long-term profitability 
by providing an outlet for larger 
and more consistent volumes of 
grain as well as greater access 
to world markets, Mr. Allen 
said. It also ensures that UGG 
remains an independent com¬ 
petitor in the grain handling 
business. 

"UGG is an attractive part¬ 
ner for us in Western Canada," 
said G. Allen Andreas, Chief 
Executive Officer of ADM. "The 
company has some of the most 
modern and efficient grain han¬ 
dling facilities in Canada. Our 
cooperation with UGG will com¬ 
plement the efficiencies of 
ADM’s processing facilities and 
add a new dimension to our 


global distribution network. 
More importantly, our alliance 
enables us to strengthen our 
relationship with UGG custom¬ 
ers who are the most innovative 
farmers in the West." 

ADM and UGG have a shared 
vision, the two companies have 
identified synergies that may be 
realized from this strategic alli¬ 
ance. These range from shared 
market information and com¬ 
munications systems to commer¬ 
cial agreements linking UGG’s 
procurement of milling wheat, 
canola and malting barley in 
Western Canada with ADM’s 
downstream processing. 

UGG will gain approximately 
$50 million in net new capital 
and ADM will have a significant 
equity interest in UGG through 
a three-part transaction. The 
highlights are that ADM will 
invest in a debenture that, when 
converted at a minimum price of 
$16 per limited voting common 
share, would give it an interest 
of just under 15% in UGG. Sub¬ 
ject to shareholder and regula¬ 
tory approval, it would also pur¬ 
chase limited voting common 
shares from UGG at $16 per 
share, raising its interest to 36%. 
UGG will then use part of the 
proceeds from these transactions 
to buy back some of the same 
class of shares from other share¬ 
holders, raising ADM’s interest 
in the Company to 45%. 

The details of the investment 
are that, in connection with the 
alliance agreement, ADM has 
purchased from UGG a convert¬ 
ible unsecured subordinated de¬ 
benture in the principal amount 
of $35,316,000 due June 30,2007, 
and bearing interest at a rate of 
5% per annum payable semi¬ 
annually. This debenture is con¬ 
vertible into UGG limited vot¬ 
ing common shares at a conver¬ 
sion price of $16 per share if 
converted any time up to 90 days 
after satisfaction of all condi¬ 


tions to the second-stage share 
purchase by ADM. After that 
time, the conversion price rises 
to $19.20 per common share. 

The Debenture is also re¬ 
tractable at the option of ADM 
at a price equal to the principal 
amount plus accrued interest 
if, among other things, UGG 
shareholders do not approve 
ADM’s purchase of an addi¬ 
tional 4,828,320 UGG limited 
voting common shares from the 
Company at $ 16 per share. With 
those shares, and following con¬ 
version of the Debenture, ADM 
would hold approximately 36% 
of the total outstanding UGG 
common shares. 

UGG will use a portion of 
the proceeds from the share 
issue to make a substantial 
issuer bid to the holders of its 
common shares to acquire ap¬ 
proximately 20% of the total 
issued and outstanding com¬ 
mon shares at a price of $16 per 
share. ADM has agreed not to 
tender any of its shares to this 
issuer bid. 

As part of its investment in 
UGG, ADM will be entitled to 
nominate two representatives 
to the Company’s 15-member 
Board of Directors. Western 
Canadian farmer-shareholders 
will continue to be represented 
by 12 directors with another 
independent director elected by 
all shareholders. 

The ADM purchase of lim¬ 
ited voting common shares is 
subject to the approval by a 
majority votes of UGG share¬ 
holders and receipt of other 
regulatory approvals. The Com¬ 
pany has rescheduled the spe¬ 
cial meeting of UGG sharehold¬ 
ers, originally set for June 26, 
1997 in Winnipeg to July 17, 
1997.

Prairie Committee put into action 

Officially launched June 17 to help farmers update grain Quality Information 


The Prairie Protein Action 
committee was officially 
launched June 17 to improve 
coordination among grain in¬ 
dustry partners on issues of 
wheat protein quality and quan¬ 
tity. 

Earl Geddes, Program Man¬ 
ager in the CWB's market de¬ 
velopment department is chair¬ 
person for the committee. The 
group also includes plant breed¬ 
ers, soil/cereal scientists, ferti¬ 
lizer industry representatives, 
and provincial agriculture ex¬ 
tension specialists. 

"The committee is made up of 
people with a broad spectrum of 
knowledge and expertise all 
working towards a common 
goal," said CWB Commissioner 
Gordon Machej. "I expect this 
group will provide important 
leadership, allowing the Prai¬ 
rie what industry to meet the 
evolving market demand for 
protein quality and quantity." 

The committee's goals are: 

1) to meet increasing cus¬ 
tomer demands for wheat with 
specific protein quality and 
quantity; 

2) to provide farmers with 
the necessary information to 
help them make effective pro¬ 
tein management decisions; and 

3) to identify and monitor 
research relating to manage¬ 
ment of protein quality and 
quantity. 

Machej said protein quality 
is increasingly important in the 
world market where sophisti¬ 
cated equipment is used to pro¬ 
duce vast quantities of unique

and specialized food products. 

"We have an excellent repu¬ 
tation for producing and apply¬ 
ing high-quality grain,” said 
Machej. 

"But in order to stay ahead of 
the competition, the industry 
has to devote more attention to 
producing the right quality of 
protein and getting our protein 
levels up." 

Earl Geddes noted that 
farmers need access to up-to- 
date market information so 
they can implement effective 
fertilizer management prac¬ 
tices to take advantage of lu¬ 
crative protein premiums. 
"The Prairie Protein Action 
committee will focus its atten¬ 
tion on providing information 
farmers on factors which in¬ 
fluence protein levels and pre¬ 
miums to aid them in making 


protein management deci¬ 
sions," he said. 

The committee has already 
begun to provide input into 
the coordination of industry 
and government research tri¬ 
als on the relationship between 
soil fertility, plant breeding 
and protein quality and quan¬ 
tity. The committee is plan¬ 
ning a wheat quality work¬ 
shop in Saskatoon in March 
1998 which will deal with all 
issues of wheat quality, in¬ 
cluding protein.
